the air and the ground shook be- 
neath a thunderous explosion. The 
immense buildings wero blown up. 
Smoke, debris, tattered shreds of 
law hooks and documents filled the 
sky and drifted down over the city. 
Records of a century of law in Ire- 
land were destroy e? and scattered 
in pieces. The slty was blackened 
and the city shook. 


I believe the fire exploded a mine 


which, in turn, set off the insurg- 
ents' ammunition dump.

Pr. Tregubow Will Visit U. S. 


in Search of Models for 


i 
Artificial Limbs. 


KHARKOV, Russia, June 30.—• 


" Tfiere is an eminent surgeon in this 


city—one of tho world's famed or- 
thopoedists—who is eagerly await- 
ing permission an<: financial assist- 
ance from the Soviet government to 
enable him to make a rapid trip 
to tho United States and return. 
H-e desires to obtain models of the 
latest American inventions of ar- 
tificial arms and legs and bring 
'them back to Russia for use amohg 
the innumerable war cripples of 
this country. He is Dr. Tregubow. 
"In no place in the world is there 


such great demand for arm.s and 
legs as in South Russia," said Dr. 
Tregubow tofliiy. "The need here 
is,colossal," he declared, with'em 
phasis. 
"The wars, both externa 
and internal, have left a vast arm; 
of ^ien in Russia who cannot maki 
their way because their arms am 
legs have been shot off, leaving 
them helpless. They sit at home or 
In hospitals, many 
starving, and 


dying because they do not have the 
artificial replacement for their nat- 
ural members. We have a factory 
to manufacture these here in Khar 
Icov, If only we can get the model, 
and some of the necessary materials 
In America." 
DISEASE IS RAAfPANT. 
Dr. Tregubow stated that the war 


•was not the only cause of cripple 
In Russia. Infectious diseases, es 
pecjally typhus, affect the bones of 
the body and frequently cause them 
to become diseased and decayed. 
Because of the exceptionally high 
typhus epidemic during the last few 
years the number of persons with 
destructive diseases of the bones 
has increased, 
thus 
augmenting 
Russia's need for artificial arms and 
legs. 
The United States is familiar to 
Dr. Tregubow. He has been there 
several *.imes and is well acquainted 
•with many of America's best known 
specialists in orthopaedic surgery. 
Among the latter whom he expects 
to see on his prospective visit to 
America are Dr. Gibney of New 
.York City and Dr. I^ovett of Boston. 
Dr. Tregubow is a graduate of a 
Russian' university and took post- 
graduate courses under Dr. Hoffe of 
Berlin and Dr. Lorenz of Vienna. 
He Is now professor of orthopoedlcs 
In the medical institute of the Uni- 
versity at Kharkov. 


AIDS REMEF WORK. 


He has given much assistance to 


George P. Harrington of Boston, 
district supervisor of the American 
relief administration at Kharkov, 
and Dr. Frank Lyman of Duluth,' 
supervisor of medical relief for the 
district.

Orders have been issued from the 
American

headquarters to organise kitchens 
to feed 30,000 children in this dis- 
trict. O^e of the first that will be 
organized will bo a kitchen to feed 
the refugee children who lie around 
on tho station platforms, or crawl 
among the freight trains looking 
for any mite of food. 
Many of 
them are nearly dead \yhen they 
reach hers after their night from 
the famine villages of the Ukraine 
and Crimea, and they die within a 
few hours or days. It is said that 
flve dead bodies are carried out of 
this station every day. 
Most any

station or railway ynrds one sees a. 
stretcher being cai-ried by sanitary 
corps attendants.

URGE INDIANS TO WORK. 
Tho Menominees are encouraged 
not only to work in the camps and 
the mill for wages, but to under- 
take operations as jobbers on their 
own responsibility. Comparatively 
small tracts are assigned for this 
purpose, where an Indian under- 
takes to clear tho logs and deliver 
them to the railroad, hiring his 
own help, and furnishing teams 
nnd 
equipment. 
This 
requiiea 
capital, skill and business ability. 
It is not necessary for the Indian 
jobbers to have capital to start. 
If they can convince the superin- 
tendent of their .responsibility, the 
government advances the means 
for them to try to make good and

Beads and 
bracelets of gold 


were widely worn during that 
period. 
It is likely that men as

A golden cup is pictured.

and 


doubtless brought water to the 
lips of the chief of some tribe
